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HUGE OIL RUSH AT 
PELICAN RAPIDS 


After Thirteen Years, Activity Revived in Athabasca 
Country —Scene of Excitement Shifted From Morin- 


ville In One Hour, 
Were 


Pelican Rapids, on the Athabasea 
river, 150 miles northwest of Edmon- 
jon, in a direct line from Edmonton, 
Where for thirteen years a natural 
xas well has been flowing with terific 
force, is to be the base of operations 
for a huge development of gas and oil 
claims covering many square miles in 
that vicinity. 

At three o'clock yesterday afternoon 
the scene of excitement of a rush for 
oil claims was saddenly shifted from 
Morinville, 22 miles north of the city, 
where it has held for months, to the 
Pelican Rapids im the Athabasca coun- 
try, 

Within hour there were filed 
at the Edmonton lund oltlee, a total of 
87 natural gas and petroleum claims, 
ail within the vicinity of the Pelican 
Rapids wells. Each claim covers an 
area of 1920 acres, or about three sec- 
trons, and on each claim the applicants 
paid $5. This means that a total 
of something like 70,000 acres were 
filed upon in less than the hour, and a 
fotal of $155 has been paid down on

OPENING OF THE 
SASKATCHEWAN 
IN PAST YEARS 


Old Timers Belleve eve That River Will 
Break Up Very Early This 
Spring. 


The opening up of the river used lo 
be a very important event in the life 
of everybody in the old days when the 


ice or by fording. It is still an im- 
the lumbermen and 
to the leamsters. As soon as the ice 
is gone the lumbermen begin to get 
their logs from the camps up the river, 
Drives of millions of feet of lumber 
come down the Saskatchewan every 
spring for the saw mills at Edmonton. 
The teamsters use the river for a road 
all the winter. The best sleighing is 
found there, the road being perfectly 
level and never being without snow. 

In the old days when there was no 
bridge the value of the ice on the riy- 
er was evidenced by the fact that the 
teamsters used it long after it was 
safe to cross. Often it is stated by 
old timers who were here in those 
days, that waggons would be crossing 
on the ice road when the ice was so 
far gone that the water would spurt 
up on each side of the road as the 
wagon passed along, To a man who 
was not used to it, it would look us 
though they were deliberately trying 
to throw away their lives. 

As far back as the records go there 
never Was a year that the ice went out 
as early as in 4885. That year the 
river was clear by April 7th. The ice 
stayed longest in 1909 lasting until 
May 3rd. The average is about April 
10th. 

This year it looks as though a new 
record were going to be set for early 
river breaks, Already the ice appears 
lo be rotting in places. Several times 
teams have broken through and. the 
long stretch of water that has been 
open all the winter will probably cause 
it to break up before the end of March, 
There is very little snow on the ice 
and the hot sun shines almost directly 
onto the erystalized water itself. 

The water does not always rise 
when the ice breaks. It depends on 
whether the snow in the mountains 
has or has not melted, If the snow 
has disappeared from the mountains 
and gone down the river before the 
ice has broken the water seldom rises 
but if the warm weather comes after 
the break up there will be a sudden 
rise and a slow falling of the water. 

This gear there has been but little 
snow in the mountains and it is ra- 
pidly melting so that there will not 
likely be a rise in the water, 

When the ice breaks it piles up 
along the banks forming precipices of 
ice often ten feet high. Frequently 
it jams, forming a dam and when the 
dam breaks a wave will rush down the 
river sweeping everything before it. 
Right here at Edmonton there have been 
rises of ten or fifteen feét in a single
